A Mistaken Policy. 


In a dispassionate but forceful way a Connecticut news- 


paper of standing reads a wholesome lesson to men in respoiv 
sible positions who in time of tj&uble and excitement turn 
their, backs lo the newspapers-ill-file mistaken belief thai an 
impartial presentation of the facti'will prove detrimental to 
the interests they represent. Publishers and reporters every 
where have had their experiences with men of this stamp, 
most of whom are well meaning, but who in many cases are 
mistaken in their conceptions of the right course to pursue. 


What led to this discussion in the Connecticut paper was an 


incident in'connection witli strike troubles in that stale. 
The 


head, of a large.industrial concern in which labor trouble 
existed refused to give flic newspapers the facts in the case 
from his side of the controversy and intimated that they were 
meddling with that which was none of their business. 


This leads tlie paper dealing with the matter to say: "There 


is nothing easier for a man who is swelled up with his own 


. importance than to refuse to see a reporter.and then proceed 


to damii the impertinent newspapers. 
It is idle to hold that 


there are not two sides to practically every disputed question, 
and it is worse than gross conceit'for a man at the head of-a 
concern involved in a dispute that may itself involve the pros- 
perity and even the safely of a whole city'to sel up that it is 
nobody's business but his own what is doing." 


Most newspapermen of experience are painfully familiar 


wilh'just.such situations as the one here alluded lo. At such 
limes the heads of business concerns are apt to be timid and 
suspicious and fail to realize thai the newspapers, ai least a 
great majority of them, arc their best friends. 
No honorable 


newspaper can have any but the purest motives in dealing with 
labor troubles. They seek the welfare of the community and 
realize, as few others.do, that the shortest road out of the dif- 
ficulty is lo be found in a.clear understanding of all the facts. 
These the great majority of newspapers strive to present plain- 
ly and impartially, and co-operation wilh (hem instead of op- 
position to them is, in nine cases out of ten, the part of wisdom 
and good business policy.. 


There are business men who have learned this and are 


profiting by it, and the sooner Ihis important fact is generally 
recognized the better will it be for all concerned. Above 
all, 


the;; mischief done by conscienceless publications should not 
bccharg'ed up against those that are honest and honorable, as 
most newspapers are.
